field. "In general the husks tend to
turn prematurely yellow to aooty, and
the ear becomes partially or wholly
shriveled and much decreased In

weight Sometimes tho ears remain
upright with the busks closely adher-
ing to them. In other cases tie shanks

cult to fi.A. urouIiout the summer in
old cornfields, nere the disease tin
previously, prevailed, many pieces o?
old cornstalks whlchcre Infected 'with
the diphidla fundus. Stalks known to
be two years old have been found still
producing spores. During moist period
spores ooze from these stalks In abun-
dance and are blown singly or in
masses long distances, as has been fre-

quently demonstrated by experiment.
The fungus does not, according to

present knowledge, grow upon any
other host and upon developing corn
only on the ears. Not so much Is
known of the ether fungi here con-

Valuable Ration.
Py M. A. GOODRICH.

Perhaps thero Is more benefit derived
from milage by feeding it to milk cowa
than by feeding It to any other kind
of stock. At any rate, it Is used more
and thought more of by dairymen than
by nny other class of farmer.

Cows should never be fed exclusively
on silage. They need some dry forage
to go with It; they need a variety. Re-

sides this, corn silage Is a carbona-
ceous food and needs some more nitrog-
enous food to go with It to make a
well balanced ration. About thirty
or nt most forty, pounds a day of
slhige H as much n should tie fed to
each cow. It n!ionld be fed from the
top of the silo, taking off about two
Inches In depth from the entire sur-

face e.ich day, for if it Is long exposed
to the air It will be damaged. If the
feeding commences Immediately after

There nre several kinds of dry rot,
due to different causes. The mo?t
common and that which has during
the past two seasons caused about 00
per cent of the damage in Illinois it
due to a fungus known as Diplodla
maydis. Ears infected with this fun-gu- s

"shrivel up more or less, darken
In color and become light iu weight."

The kernels are also shriveled, very
brittle and loosely attached to the coli
The fungus penetrates all portions of
the ear, kernels, cob and husks aud
produce many dark brown, two celled
spores which serve to propagate the
fungus.

In the case of the dlplodia disease
and quite probably in that of the other
forms the fungus perpetuates Itself
over winter on the old diseased ears
and old " t ! ""t iw.iUly diffi

need be Riven to them. Diseased ears
are fruitful sources of subsequent in-

fection and should be removed aa
promptly as possible, fhis can ba
readily done, at the time of huskln
If not before. Keep them in a separate
receptacle and burn them as soon as
practicable. In addition to this, in
fields where any considerable amount
of disease has been found, the stalks
should also have attention, whatever
crop is to follow. Something may bo
rained by carefully plowing them un-
der ami leaving them well covered, but
burning in-i.- be required even Jf thia :
